D^ey Accuses News Media 




Mayor Richard J. Daley today 
accused news media of paint- 
ing a "distorted and itwisted” 
picture of the disorder and 
street fighting during the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion. ' 

He told a news conference 
that the city "welcomes any 
investigation by any group." 

Shortly afterward, District 
Court Judge William J. Camp- 
bell ordered a Federal grand 
jury to investigate: 

• Allegations that "various 
people" engaged in an inter- 
state conspiracy to promote a 
riot during the convention. 

• Allegations that police of- 
ficers violaited the civil rights 
of demonstrators. 

• Rumors that some televi- 
sion networks "engaged in an 
interstate conspiracy 'to un- 
duly Influence the convention 
by television." 

Daley told one of the largest

The Mayor said his office 
has received 60,000 letters 
from throughout the country 
supporting the action of police 
against the demonstrators. 



lice for rough tactics, he said. 

Daley charged that thou- 
sands of demonstrators were 
incited to violence by a band 
of "terrorists." 

He was asked about state- 
ments in his formal report on 
the disorders last Friday, in 
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news conferences of his politi- 
cal career - that the greatest 
handicap faced by forces of 
law and order during the con- 
vention week was the failure 
of news media to tell the full 
story of what happened. 

Defending police treatment 
of hippies and antiwar demon- 
strators, be said, "I am 
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made it known that his po- 
lice were provoked beyond 
endurance: “When I ask you 
•as a law-abiding citizens not 
to proceed any further and 
you linked arms and some- 
one in your outfit kicks 'em 
tn the groin or spits at him 
in the face or hits 'em with 
a bag of uiine or a bag that 
begins with S and end with 
T what would you do? I 
just wonder what you’d do. 

. , Ask yourself that 
What would your position 
be? And see if you would be 
as -as you purport to 
say you would be. I’ve seen 
a lot of newspapermen and 
television men and radio 
men get pretty excited over 
far less things than that." 

Police Goaded to Rage 

The Mayor said that if 
any of his police were brutal 
it was only because they 
were goaded to rage by an 
excremental storm that 
some eye-witnesses to the 
street fighting did not ob- 
"'serve; “If there were any 
acts or overacts. I want to 
ask you men If someone was 
throwning human excre- 
ment in your face and you 
were standing there being 
called names— we had pic- 
tures like this (the Mayor 
said alluding to a piece of 
paper he took halfway out 
of his coat pocket) which you 
can’t show— being carried 
on: television no one 
would show it • • • what 
would you do under these 
circumstances? Would you 
be the collected man 

youi t hink you are? I saw 
many of you express emo- 
tions with less abuse than 



that. And. to have your wife 
called the names that they 
were calling them and Fm 
certain for police are sup- ^ 
posed to be human but you 
forget entirely the confron- 
tation was not created by 
the police bpt by the people 
who charged the police." 

The press conference got 
hung up on whe^er, when a 
policeman is called a dirty 
name. It Is okay for him to 
^ub the name-caller over 
the head. At length Charles 
Nlcodemus, the political edi- 
tor of the Chicago Daily 
News, accused the Mayor of 
shouting a‘ dirty word ht 
Sen. Abraham Riblcoff (I> 
Conn.) the night at the Con- 
vention** when the Senator 
said Daley’s police were act- 
ing like Gestaipo thugs. Nlco- 
demus said Daley used “a 
fopr letter word beginning 
with mother.” 

“You’re a liar!" Mayor 
Daley yelled at him, "Don’t 
aay that I never \ise that 
kind of language In my life." 

Neither the reporter nor 
the poUtkian "appeared to 
feel provoked' enough to 
club"^ch other on the head 
so the confrontation re- 
mained non-violent Mayor 
Daley, however, wdidd not 
say what he had shouted at ^ 
Riblcoff. , . - 

Told to go Home 
. .Outside the conference 
Matt Danaher, the alderman 
of Mayor Daley’s own. home 
Uth Ward gave his version 
of the remark that had di- 
vided the lip readers of 
America for two weeks now,. 
*T was sitting next to him." 
said Matt who was wearing 
a green suit and a watch 
** wi*li a green map of Ireland 
on Its face. “He’d never use 
a word Uke the one Nlcode- 
izkus said. He doesn't talk 
that way. Now I might use 
that kind of word sometimes 
but he wouldn’t He’s a dally 
communicant What he ac- 
tually said was, 
^Awwwwwww, go home.* " ~ 
The reporters went over 
the same ground people 
have been' arguing about 
since the <^onvention ended.
